Only In the Old Days tt-t Sy»t«m Was 


Called "Ostracism." 


In the luiliny days of the Greek re- 


publics, many centuries ago. as histo- 
rians tell us. when, a man rose to 
such a height of power or affluence 
that he became a possible ineuiire to 
the state, the citizens took a rote on 
ills case as an "undesirable." This 
was sent to' the senate/ iiml. If the 
vote iras sufficiently large and repre- 
sensitive, that body passed u resolu- 
ttcftTin which the too distinguished cit-, 
Izen was Invited. In polite diplomatic 
terms, to take a few years of retire- 
ment abroad—in other words, be was 
officially exiled for tbe good of tbe 
state. 


This was "ostracism," so called from 


the fact. If Is explained, that tbe vot- 
ing citizens wrote their names on oys 
ter shells, and It was Instituted ns a 
measure of security to the common- 
wealth. 
Any citizen of great wealth 


or influence or wbo had a large per 
sonal following 'which might, in an 
emergency, be used to the detriment 
of the state was liable to receive this 
distinguished mark of public oonsld 
oration, it was a kind of primitive 
"recall." which had the advantage of 
belns equally applicable to "Ins" and 
"outs." 


Those early Greeks were wonderful 


fellows, who knew bow to deal with 
knotty problems of their day. which 
doubtless included grafting and otber 
human peculiarities not unknown In 
our own time. U an election did not 
suit them or if any man swelled too 
far above his fellows there was al- 
ways the leveling oyster as a whole- 
some corrective in reserve.—Christian 
Herald.

No man who Is worthy of citizenship 


in the great commonwealth of Florida 
will deliberately be or permit himself 
to become a burden to the community. 
Much less will he knowingly become a 
menace or a source of danger to his 
neighbors, or even 
allow circum- 


stances within his control to encroach 
upon their comfort or their conven- 
ience. 
*• 


Good neighbors everywhere gladly 


extend assistance and sympathy in 
times of trouble. They'll pull 
the 


auto ot the unfortunate man out of the 
mud and lend him gasoline enough to 
get to the nearest garage, but natural- 
ly they become suspicious when they 
they are called upon repeatedly -and 
often to extend the same courtesy to 
the same man. 


To make the application promptly 


and pertinently, there are certain du- 
ties which all good FIoHdians owe to 
themselves and to each other. One of 
these Is to use every available means 
to avoid Infectious diseases. Incapac- 
ity from disease of every nature less- 
ens the aggregate of material produc- 
tiveness, and every man owes it to the 
community and to the state to be at 
his best physically and mentally all 


forts aad influence of the municipal 
health board, have afforded one Of the ' 
Hnest demonstrations of what may be 
accomplished In this direction 
The 


results of this successful and contin- 
uous campaign are quoted by sanitists 
n every part of the United States and 
in many centers ot Europe and this 
result has been accomplished by the 
screen—the 
fly-proof 
wire 
screen 


That's all. 


But to spite of all sanitary measures 


the disease continues even though in 
smaller percentage than before, it Is 
probable that it will always continue 
until that glad millennial time when 
the last case shall have been cured, 
the last typhoid germ destroyed and 
the last source of infection wiped out. 


Science has provided this last ad- 


dltlonal weapon against the disease in

It's vastly better than 
a threat to others, a threat of trouble, that you should become a menace to 
disabling'and perhaps death-dealing your friends, and the closer their In- 
trouble to those whom accident has tlmacy the greater your danger to 
made neighbors—neighbors Innocent 
of wrong even In Intent. 


To make the matter a personal one 


—you wouldn't steal your neighbor's 
iorse or rob his chicken house; you 
wouldn't set fire to his home, yet you 
would expose him to the irffectlon of 
a dangerous and a preventable dis- 
ease, which might bring him a loss 
vastly greater than that of any or all 
his property. 


You might claim you didn't know of 


the danger of the disease either to 
yourself or to him, if it were not for 
the fact that you have no excuse for 
not knowing. The press of Florida 
with the utmost liberality of space has 
been for years publishing the litera- 
ture of the State Board of Health. So 
requently and so continuously have 
these warnings been sent out concern- 
ng disease and sanitation, that Flori- 
da Is credited by medical men in other 
parts of the United States with having 
he finest health publicity service of 
all the states. The excuse of ignor- 
ance of health and sanitary matters Is 
no longer valid for any Floridian who 
can read. Like ignorance of the law. 
t secures no immunity from punish- 
ment. 


One of the allied scientific investiga- 


ions Is making more rapid forward 
strides than that of sanitation and 
his is advancing in no direction more 
han In the development of the pre- 
•«ntion of disease. The. study of the 
causes of diseases and their means of 
Communication has provided a weapon

surgeon, Edward Jenner^ more than a 
mndred years ago, demonstrated the 
value of vaccination against small- 
pox.

science lias given to the world a boon 
ot perhaps equal value in anti-typhoid 
bacterin. an Injection into the human 
blood, which, according to statistics 
already 
available, 
has 
diminished 


many fold the chances ot attack and 
death from this insidious disease. Its 
use In the United States army, where 
such use can be made compulsory, 
showed three cases of typhoid and no 
deaths In the year 1913. The or- 
dinary death rate from the disease In 
civil _ life In the United States l« six- 
teen and one-half to each one hundred 
thousand of the population. 
Could 


there be any greater proof of its ef- 
ficiency? It seems to be beyond ques- 
tion one of the great discoveries of the 
centuries. 


There can be little doubt that simi- 


lar preventives against other diseases 
will be given to mankind In the near 
future, (or as already noted, no branch 
of science Is being advanced by more 
earnest research or abler minds than 
that of sanitation and preventive medi- 
cine. 


But whatever the future may have 


In store. It is the duty of every re- 
sponsible and intelligent 
citizen 
ot 


Florida to use the means at hand and 
already demonstrated to preserve his 
own and the public health. Intelligent 
men In these days admit the efficiency 
ot vaccination as a preventive of 
smallpox and they practice what they 
believe. The few rare sad n/tcnllar 
Individuals who, In health, deny this 
efficiency make frantic rushes tor the 
doctor's office with sleeves rolled up, 
when a well-developed case makes Ita 
appearance In their street

It's much better than to suffer 
In unproductive idleness for weeks, 
even If yon recover perhaps to become 
a germ carrier for the Infection of 
Others for years after the weakness 
of the disease has left you. 


Some one has advanced the idea that 


In the more or leas distant future the 
occurrence of preventable disease will 
be considered at least a reproach to 
the patient or to those responsible for 
his care and maintenance—a sort of 
stigma to be removed only by proof 
positive that he or they were wholly 
blameless and that It had come only 
through circumstances beyond their 
control. 


Already it Is a matter of personal 


responsibility to each man and woman 
in Florida, for they know, or should 
know, the peculiar dangers that me- 
nace them, and they know, or should 
know, how these 
dangers may be 


avoided or reduced to the minimum. 
In but few instances is it Impossible 
for a citizen of this state to avoid 
what are known as preventable dis- 
eases. Will you accept the respon- 
sibility of neglect both for yourself 
and for those who may be made to 
suffer through your neglect?

In the luiliuy days of the Ureek re- 


publlps. many centuries ago. as histo- 
rians tell us. irbeu. a man -rose to 
such a height of power or affluence 
that be became a possible ineuure In 
tbe state, the citizens took a rote on 
ills case as an "undesirable." This 
was sent to' the senate/ iimt. If the 
vote was sufficiently large and repre- 
sentative, tliat body passed u resulu- 
tldn to which the too distinguished cit- 
izen was Invited. In polite diplomatic 
terms, to take a few years of retire- 
ment abroad—ID otlier words, be was 
officially exiled for tbe good of the 
state. 


This was "ostracism," so called from 


tbe fact. If Is explained, that tbe vot- 
ing citizens wrote their names on ors 
ter shells, and It was Instituted ns a 
measure of security to the common- 
wealth. 
Any citizen of great wealth 


or Influence or who had a large per 
sonal following 'which might, in an 
emergency, be used to the detriment 
of the state was liable to receive this 
distinguished mark of public consid- 
eration. 
It was a kind of primitive 


"recall." which had the advantage of 
twins equally applicable to "Ins" and 
"outs." 


Those early Creeks were wonderful 


fellows, who knew bow to deal witb 
knotty problems of their day, which 
doubtless Included grafting and other 
human peculiarities not unknown in 
our own time. If nn election did not 
suit them or if any man swelled too 
far above his fellows there was al- 
ways the leveling oyster as a whole- 
some corrective In reserve.—Christian 
Herald.

vastly greater than that of any or all 
his property. 


You might claim you didn't know of 


the danger of the disease either to 
yourself or to him, if it were not for 
the fact that you have no excuse for 
not knowing. The press of Florida 
with the utmost liberality oi space has 
been for years publishing the litera- 
ture of the State Board of Health. So 
frequently and so continuously have 
these warnings been sent out concern- 
ing disease and sanitation, that Flori- 
da is credited by medical men in other 
parts of the United States with having 
the finest health publicity service of 
all the states.

The or- 
dinary death rate from the disease In 
ilvil life in the United States is six- 
teen'and one-half to each one hundred 
thousand of the population.

flclency? It seems to be beyond ques 
tion one of the great discoveries of the 
centuries.
